The Fews having been long the favourite 
People of God, and received from him 
many fignal Bleſſings beyond the reſt of Mankind, 
they flattered themſelves, that he confined all the Dif- 
Plays of his Love and Goodneſs within the narrow- 
Bounds of their Commonwealth; and this Opinion 
diſpoſed them to look down with Scorn upon all the 
Gentiles as deſpicable People, unfit to be converſed' 
with, and not 22 of the Care of Divine Provi- 
dence. 
St. Paul therefore t6 bike down this their vain: 
Opinion of themſelves, and to remove their Preju- 
dices againſt the Gentiles, lets them know in- this 
_ Epiſtle, that God's Providence extended itſelf to all 
Nations. B be (fays he) tbe God of the Fews only? 
Þ he not alſo of the Gentiles? Yes, f the Gentiles.

alſo. He wks "ml that tho' Eternal Life could 
not be obtained but by Jeſus: Chnſt, yet that 
the Goſpel being deſigned for the Benefit of all 
Mankind, the Terms of Salvation were to be offer- 
ed to all Nations, to the Few firſt, and afterward to 
the Gentile : There- is now (ſays he) ns difference 
between Few and Gentile; for Whoever ſhall call [upon 
the Name of the Lord ſhall be ſaved. 

And indeed, if we conſider the State of the Gen- 
tile World at the time of our Saviour's. Appearance, 
we ſhall find that ſoine new Light from above was 
no leſs neceſſary to lighten the Gentiles than the 
Jeus: For the Jeus had a written Law, and a 
Revelation from Heaven, delivered to them by the 
Hands of Moſes; whereas the Gentiles, being Aliens 
| from the Commonwealth of Iſrael, had nothing but 
the Light of Nature and their own Reaſon to direct _ 
them; and theſe they had ſo effaced, and well nigh 
| extinguiſhed through Vice and Superſtition, as not 
to know the true God, when (as St, Paul ſpeaks) 
in the Works of Nature they might have found 
bim; as to be doubtful concerning a Providence and 
a State of future Rewards and Puniſhments, the 


great and only true Foundation of all Religion, jo 
of all Morality. 


For ſet theſe aſide, and ſüppole al Obligation | to 
the Practice of Juſtice and Honeſty to ariſe only 
from 155 Force of Human Laws, and the moral 
5 tneſs of things, what a. eee would the

World be in? Men would then have no Check 
upon them, nothing to reſtrain them from the baſeſt 
and vileſt Actions, but the Fears of a Diſcovery. 
And what Fraud, what Perfidy, what Injuftice and 
Oppreſſion would not be committed, when the 
hopes of Concealment and Inipunity ſhould be 
joined to any great preſent Intereſt and Advantage? 

Some few perhaps, of more refined Underſtand- 
ings, from the Goodneſs of natural Temper, and 


the Advantage of their Educations, might be con- 


tented to worſhip God as the moſt perfect Being, 
and to practiſe Virtue for her own fake; abſtracting 
from all Fears or Hopes, either of preſent or future 
Rewards or Puniſbments, as Sadsc among the Fews, 
from whom the Sect of the Sadducees took their 


Riſe, Epicurus among the Greeks, and ſeveral of 


our own late Writers have pretended to do. But 
whoever form their Theory upon what Mankind 
.ought to be, without conſidering their dark Side, 
their Paſſions and Weakneſſes, may amuſe the 
World with Notions that ſeem very plauſible in 
eee. 

to Religion or to Morality,” ba 
The Heathens, amidſt their — Blindneſs 
and Degeneracy, when they had committed any 
groſs Act of Wickedneſs, their Conſciences accuſed 
them, and they had ſecret Miſgivings, that ſooner or 
later divine Vengeance would overtake them, either 
ele thieves W 
otion 
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Notion of God in their Minds, dreading his Power, 
and not knowing how to appeaſe his Anger, or Whe- 
ther it could be appeaſed or no, they ran from one 
Folly to another through all the various Forms of 
Superſtition, as deſigning Men, or their own vain. 
Imaginations led them; which ſeems to have been 
the chief Source of all the extravagant Opinions 
about Religion they fell into. 

Whilſt their Minds floated under ſuch Uncer- 
tainty, ſome: fell into Atheiſm, others into Scepti- 
eiſm, but the generality into the fouleſt Idolatry 
and Superſtition. Their Reaſon was too weak to 
ſteer the middle Path between Atheiſm and Super- 
ſtition; at leaſt we find in fact, that by the force 
of prevailing Opinions they were een en of 


| | | 111 into Polytheiſm and Idolatry. 


The Deities they worſhipped, were acht as the- 
Poets (the moſt ancient Inſtructors of the Heathen. 
World in Religion) had placed in Heaven, infa- 
mous for their Vices and Cruelties: And their Re- 
Tigion was ſuited to ſuch Deities, conſiſting in mag- 
nificent Temples, Truel Sacrifices, and impure Rites 
and Ceremonies; Morality” ne where making any 
part of it. Can we then wonder, that when 4 
Conceptions of their Gods were groſs and ſenſual, 
and the Objects of their Worſhip vicious: and im- 
pure, che Worſhippers too ſhould be ſo in their 
Lives? ſince as our Notions are hat we frame of God, 
ſuch commonly will our Religion and: Lives be. 
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Error as well as Vice is always excceding fruitful 3 
but when the Miſtake is in fundamental Principles, 
when Men miſtake at firſt ſetting out, they ſoon get 
into a Maze and Labyrinth, out of which they 
know not how to extricate themſelves, According- 
ly we find, that theſe Miſtakes about the Object of 
their Worſhip led them into all manner of Crimes 
and Vices, as appears from the Character St. Paul 
gives of the unconverted Gentiles at Rome, Epheſus, 
and Corinth, who we have no reaſon to think were 
worſe than their Neighbours. 

Another Cauſe of this great Corruption in Prac- 
tice among the Heathens was the want of good 
moral Inſtructions, as we ſhall find by looking into 
the Syſtems of Morality compiled by their Philoſo- 
, ers. ++ 1 
yeni were Men, who did not abound in every 
Nation, and yet few of them as they were, they 
did not make it their buſineſs to inſtruct the com- 
Porches were not reſorted to by the Poor and Un- 
learned, but open only to Men of Leiſure and 
Fortune, and improved Underſtandings; the reſt 
of the World knowing little more than what the 
Laws of their Country enjoined them. Many of 
them made no difference between Right and 
Wrong, -Juſt and Unjuſt, but as private Intereſt 


and the Civil Laws ſhould fix them. In fact, Rea- 


Fon had not convinced them, that Parents had no 
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Right eas Lives of their: Children by 
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expoling them. The moſt civilized Nations, with 
their Approbation and by their Advice, practiſed this 


inhuman and barbarous Cuſtom. i. 


Did they argue from Cauſes and Effecte, 1 


Wande the many good Rules of Morality which 
we find ſcattered up and down in their Writings? 
Did they from the Conſideration of the Nature of 
God and Man, and from the Miſchiefs and Incon- 


veniencies of ſuch and ſuch particular Actions, form 
fafe practical Rules of Life, and work out true 
Concluſions? Theſe are laborious and intricate In- 
quiries, ill ſuited to vulgar Apprehenſions; and 
therefore oduld they have demonſtrated Morality; 
which they did not, their Concluſions through ſuch 


a long chain of Reaſoning could not have deen io 
clear and certain to others, as to themſelves; they 


could nat have had the ſame weight, and carried 
along with them the ſame Authority, that the Rules 
of the Goſpel do, rr Se 9g

no ſcruple to prefer the twelve Tables of their 
Civil Laws before all the voluminous Writings 
of their Philoſophers, as exceeding them both in 
the weight of their Authority and their great Uſe- 
fulneſs . What the Law of Nature was in its 
ſeveral Branches, by what Power it was enacted, 
by what Sanctions enforced, they ſeem to have 


been ignotant or doubtful. All their moſt perfect 
Schemes of Morality. were extremely defective as 


to theſe great Points, and the wiſeſt Men among 
them were much miſtaken in many important In- 


ſtances of Duty. And if Chriſtian Writers ſince 


thoſe Times have been able to form much better 
Syſtems of Ethicks, it ought to be confeſſed, that 
the firſt hints of the Improvements made by them 


in Morality, were derived from Revelation. 


But was this their Ignorance owing to want of 
Light or want of Application? However that might 
be, yet this was the deplorable Condition our 
Saviour found the Heathen World in, and they 
knew, not how to get out of it. Their Reaſon 
ſeems to have been to them, like a Sea-light to a 
ſinking Ship in a dark Night, which may ſhew 
the Crew and Paſſengers the Wretchedneſs of their 
Condition, but is not able to help them out of it. 
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Did they not aha e kad were RE 

in want of 4 Revelation ? 3 
Thoſe foul Corruptions both in Worſhip and Pm 

tice, ave now nearly baniſhed from among Chriſtians. 


As ſoon as the Golpet appeared, Pagan Idolatry and 


Superſtition fled before it, as the Darkneſs of height 


vaniſhes at the riſing of the Sun. It had likewiſe 
at that Time, and for ſeveral Ages together, great 


ſucceſs in reforming the Wickedneſs of the World, 


introducing. a general Civility of Life and Manners 
in all Countries where it was received. And if it has 
Row oft a great deal of that Force and Efficacy 
which it then had, to ſuch a degree that a Refor- 
mation of Mens Lives has hardly at any time been 
mare wanting than at preſent; - this ought not to 
be imputed to any Infafficiency in the Rule, to any 
Defect in the Means which the Goſpel hath pro- 
vided, but to the perverſe Wills of Men. It cannot 
be denied, that it hath Mill a very good Effect on 
great Numbers of particular Perſons of all Perſua- 


baus; I am ſuce it is the great Reproach of Chri- 


Rians and net the Fault of the Goſpel if it hah 
not. Bat Men muſt bs treated as free Agents, and, 
under the clear Light which they now enjoy 
they are bad; would be much worſe were 
that Light to be len away. Were it poſſible for 
all that Light to be extinguiſhed, which the Gaſpel 
hath let in upon the World, we thould run great 
R and 
LGL. EE, corrupt 
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or the Heathen Nations are in at this Day. Or 
ſhould we provoke Gad by a profane Contepapt of 
his holy Word, or by a Neglect of his Warthip 
and Service, to remove his Kingdom from among 
us, as he has done from other Nations where the 
Goſpel once ſhined in its full Lyſtre ; we ſhould be 
like Ehmas, — — wot moe 
Saul's Preaching, before the Deputy Sergius Paulus,

Tt was the Goſpel that cured theſe fore Dilrales, 
that reigned © univerſally, and had ſunk fo deep 
into Mens Minds, and by an over-bearing — 
baniſhed the corrupt Opinions and Practices that 
withſtood it; which reſtored and confirmed the 
Dictates of Natural Law, and improved Morality 
i owes. eee 
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furniſh Men withal : 
Sin upon fincere Repentance, and a Life either

mility, Charity, and Self-denial, than the World 
was ever acquainted with before; and enforced the 


Obſervance of them with much ſtronger Reaſons 


and Arguments than the bare Light of Reaſon could 
I mean the Forgiveneſs of

ended; which are the greateſt Encouragements to 
Virtue, and are Doctrines peculiar to the Goſpel. 
Where without any laborious Workings of our own 
Minds, or skill in the Art of Reaſoning, we may 
ſee our whole Duty laid down in a Syſtem of ſuch 
plain Propoſitions, that every Body may underſtand 
them, ſee the Authority from which they are de- 
rived, and the Motives and Bags, an to the prac.

I We make bold to apply ourſelves to God, thro' very pious 
and charitable Society, his happy Inſtruments. to diſperſe Bleſſings in 
theſe remote Parts; that as his Goodneſs hath vouchſafed us a moderate 
Support for our Bodies, his holy Spirit may influence you to provide 
us with ſpiritual, Food for our Souls; in which Caſe our Indigence 
is exceſſive, and our Deſtitution deplorable, having never been ſo 
bleſſed as to have a Perſon ſettled among us to diſpenſe the auguſt Or-

The Chriſtian Church therefore, as a Society of x 


Men profeſſing their Faith in Chriſt, and meeting 
together for divine Worſhip, ought to be confidered 


as ſubſiſting by a divine Law; and not as a merely 
voluntary Society, depending upon Conſent and 
Compact, with which Chriſtians either may 3 or 


reſuſe to join, or deſert, as may beſt ſerve their In- 
tereſts, or ſuit their Paſſions or Inelinations; but 


with which they are beund to aſſociate themſelves, 
as they are Chriſtians. I ſpeak not now of the caſe 
of general Corruption, unjuſt Excommunication, or

Before Trade and Commerce had opened a Com- 
munication with America, ſuch who, either thro 
ſome unhappy Situation of their private Affairs, or 
Diſcontents and Uneafineſs under the Government 


of Church or State, or who on other Accounts 


were diſpoſed to ſeek new: Habitations abroad, 
they uſed to remove into ſome European State, to 
the great Prejudice of this Kingdom in many re- 
ſpects. But ſince Providence hath diſcovered that 
new World, and we have had Settlements there, 
they have now for above a Century paſt commonly 
retired into thoſe remote Parts, where by their In- 
duſtry, they have been much more uſeful to their 
Mother-Country, than if they had continued at 


home; where they labour for us as well as for 


themſelves, inſomuch that the richer they grow, 
the better this Kingdom will be for it, their Wealth 
always centering among us at laſt, 
Whoever conſiders the Riſe of our American 
Colonies, with the Steps by which, from ſlender 
Beginnings, they ſurmounted Difficulties almoſt in- 
ſuperable, in wild uncultivated Countries, and ar- 
rived, ſome of them, in few Years to a flouriſhing 
condition, will find it owing to Induſtry and Thrift, 
to good Laws duly. put in Execution- againſt Idle- 
neſs, n Drunkenneſs, and Debauchery; and 
C 2 to 
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a ſober and temperate way of Living, intro- 
tar by the firſt Planters, and obſerved generally 
by the Inhabitants. So far are Luxury and Ex- 
ceſs from being beneficial to Communities ; they 
bring ſwift Deſtruction upon Families, where there 
is not ſuch a large Eſtate deſcended upon the 


ſpend-thrift Heir, as may baffle and weary out all - 


his Vices and Vanities; and where there is not a 
rich Soil, and great natural Product of the Coun- 
try, they bring Ruin upon Kingdoms, 

Some of theſe Colonies, when they had ſettled 
their civil Concerns, they ſoon turned their 
Thoughts to Religion, erected Schools for the Edu- 
cation of their Children, built Churches, and 
made Proviſion for Miniſters and the publick 


Worſhip of God among them; in which their Zeal 


ought to be commended, anal their Example, as 


| highly worthy of Imitation. But theſe Plantations 


are not all of them on the fame foot. Thoſe of 
the North have a much worſe Soil to cultivate, 
than thoſe of the South. They poſſeſs a large 


Tract of Land, reaching far into the Country, 


and along the Sea- coaſt many hundred Leagues; 
populous in many Parts of it, but ſo fur from 


abounding in Wealth, that the Inhabitants in ſome 


Places make a hard ſhift to get a Livelihood, and 
are little able to provide a Maintenance for a 


Clergyman to live among them. And here, for 


want of Churches and Miniſters, the — lived 
for 
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for ſeveral Generations, till this Charity was ſet on 
foot, like the Epheſans in their unconverted State, 
whom St. Paul deſcribes as having no hope, and 
without God in the World, * | | 
© This Caſe of our Colonies, that were unprovided 
of the outward Means of Religion, was recom- 


mended by ſome publick-ſpirited Perſons, to the 


conſideration of that great Prince, who came over 
to fave us from Popery and arbitrary Power; who 
when he had preſerved our Religion, being willing 
to extend its Influence to our Plantations in fo- 
reign Parts, incorporated this Society, and commit- 
ted to them the Care of ſending among them fit 
Perſons, to prevent their falling on the one hand 
into Atheiſm and Irreligion, or into Popery on the 
other: Which Truſt they have executed ſucceſſ- 
fully, far beyond what could be expected, con- 


ſidering their firſt ſetting out, with what ſmall 


Stock and few Hands they began a Work, which 
ſeemed to require not only the joint Labours of a 
Society, - but 'a great ſettled Revenue, to make it 


produce any conſiderable Effect. But it hath 


In South-Carolina, in the Year 1701, there were computed 7000 
Souls, beſides Negroes and Indians, living without any Miniſter of the 
Church of England, and but few Diſſenting Teachers of any Kind, 
above half the People living regardleſs of any Religion. In North- 
Carolina were above 5000 Jouls without any Miniſter, any religious 


Adminiſtration uſed, no publick Worſhip celebrated, neither the Chil- 
dren baptized, nor the Dead buried in any Chriſtian Form. In New- 
foundland there were about 500 Families conſtantly living in the Place, 
and many Thouſands of occaſional Inhabitants, and no Sort of publick 
Chriſtian Worſhip uſed. . Hi. Account,-p. Ar, 42. 
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pleaſed. God: to mite up W time to 
time many Bene factors, which, with the Favour 
of our Princes in granting them their Royal Li- 
cences for a publick Collection on extraordinary 
Occaſions, hath erabled them not only to car- 
ry on their Deſign, but likewiſe to enlarge /thei 
Views beyond what they originally intended, there 
having by their means been many thouſands of 
the Native - Indians and Negro Slaves brought to 
embrace the, Goſpel, as well as Nip Service: per- 

formed regularly in our Colonies. 
And this is an Undertaking, hich, befides che 
many ſtrong Reaſons whereby it is enforced, has 
this peculiar, Advantage belonging, to. it, of being 
liable to no Objection, which may not equally be 
made to the common Religion we all proſeſs; 
for every body muſt own, of what Perſuaſion of 
Chriſtians ſoever they be, that tis better to wor- 
ſhip God according to the manner of the Church 
of England, than not to warſhip him at all; and 
that the Heathens ſhould be converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith, as profeſſed i in our Communion, 
than that they ſhould continue in the ſame ſtate 
of Darkneſs they are now in. I do not mean that 
no Objections have been made againſt the particu- 
lar Meaſures, by which this Deſign has been car- 
ried into Execution, but no Fault has been found 
with the Deſign itfelf, by ſuch as have rightly un- 
derſtood it, vis. the ſupplying ſuch of our Colo- 
| nies 
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nies with the Service of the Church of England, 
as do earneſtiy defire it, and bringing over the 
Heathens to Chriſtianity. | 

And as all the ObfeCtions hitherto made to the 


Proceedings of the Society have been clearly and 


fully anſwered by ſuch, as have been appointed to 
this Office before me, and the World now ſo little 
wants to be ſatisfied as to their Conduct, I ſhall go 
on to recommend to you the Deſign ſelf.

We, to whom the Nord of Reconciliation bath 
8 committed, are in a more eſpecial manner ap- 
pointed to this Office, viz. the ſetting forward 
Mens eternal Salvation, and propagating the Goſpel 
abroad, as well as at home, And T truſt we are not 
chargeable with any Neglect on this Head; that we 
Have not been wanting in due Care to encourage

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this ed 1. Work, not * FRE — * to 


exert their Liberality, but likewiſe. by. contributing 
to it ourſelves, and doing all on our Part, that can be 

expected from us by: reaſonable Men. But ſtill, the 
advancing, the Glory of God by enlarging the King- 
dom of his Son, is a Duty incumbent on all that 
profeſs the Name of Chriſt as well of the Laity, 
as of the Clergy. And one would hope, that ſuch 


as have Ability would be willing to do it, when, 
if from, paſt Experience we may judge of future 


Events, and from all Appearances; what they ſhall 


give is likely to turn to ſo good Account. 


They who are ſent as Labourers into. this Vine- 


| yard, as the Harveſt is great, and the Labourers few; 


as the Diſtricts aſſigned to many of them for the 


Exerciſe of their Miniſtry in, are of large Extent, 
which obliges them to take long Journeys, and 


bear great Extremities of Heat and Cold, their

that ſuch as undertake ſo hazardous and painful an 


Employment, ſhould be allowed a competent Sa- 
lary, nay too, and be rewarded (could it be done) 
according to their Care and Diligence, and the Suc- 


ceſs of their Labours?

made no Proviſion for. their Support and Main- 
tenance, Recourſe muſt be had to the Charity of 


pious and well-diſpoſed People, or it will be impoſ- 


fible to 1 pread, the Goſpel Further among the Hea- 
thens, or to preſerve it long in our Colonies: For 
that 
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PRs many of them have not been long ſince over- 
run with Ignorance! and Barbariſm, Irreligion and 
Diſſoluteneſs, muſt be owned to be in greateſt Part 
due to the vigilant Care and Pains of this.

Are then we deſirous, that ſuch of the Heathens 
as either border upon our - Colonies, or live inter-

ſhould be turned from Idols to ſerve the living 
and true God, by becoming Chriſtians? It will be 
difficult to ſuggeſt any better or other Meaſures, than 
thoſe taken by this Society to attain this End, and 
to make them ſuch. Have we any Regard to the 


repeated Applications of our Fellow- Subjects in 


thoſe diſtant Parts of the World, but who are de- 
ſcended from ourſelyes, and are fo uſeful to their 
Mother - Kingdom; have we any Regard to their 
preſſing Solicitations to have the Worſhip of God 
performed in a decent manner, the Goſpel preached, 
and the Sacraments adminiſtred among them? Let 
us ſtrengthen thoſe Hands, that have ſo charitably 
undertaken to ſupply their Wants, and as far as 
we ſhall enable them to do it, will gratify them 
in theſe their pious and reaſonable Requeſts. 
We profeſs to ſet a high Value on the holy 
Scriptures, as the authentick Records of the great 
Tranſactions between God and Man from the be- 
ginning of the World, from our Fall in Adam to 
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our Redemption by Jeſus Chriſt ; and as pointing 
out to us the only Method by which we can be 
reſcued from Sin and Guilt, and be reinſtated in 
the divine Favour, Are we ſerious in ſuch Pro- 
feſſions? let us omit no Opportunity of diffuſing 
the Knowledge of them, as far as we can.

The Reverend 
Mr. Commiſſary Price, by a Letter dated Boſton, 
Jan. 29, 1741-2, acquaints the Society, that their 
whole Attention at that time was taken up with the 
ſtrange Effects produced by the Doctrines of 
Mr. Whitefield and his Followers, who prevailed 


chiefly in Country Towns, tho' they were not want- 


ing in their Endeavours in that City, but the Church 
of England had eſcaped beyond Expectation; which 


4s confirmed by the Reverend Dr. Cutler, who 


writes further, That many illiterate Tradeſmen, pre- 
tending a Call to the publick Exerciſe of their Gifts 
of Praying and Preaching, were helping forward 
the ſtrange Work begun, while, thro' the divine 
Goodneſs, our Churches, tho' not free from Trou- 
ble, are comparatively in a a d of Quiet,

Fappineſs in it, and we hope will ſee reaſon to 


come in to us; and both the Commiſſary and the

But by the Letters from Connecticut-Government 
it appears, that the Magiſtrates of it continue their 
former violent Methods, eſpecially againſt our new 
Conformiſts, and not long ſince committed four of 
them, Contributors: towards building a Church, to 
Goal, for not contributing towards the building of 
a Meeting-Houſe, at the fame time that the Pro- 
vince was much diſturbed through the Extravagan- 
cies of enthuſiaſtick Teachers, more eſpecially of 
one Davenport, the Independent Teacher at Southold 
in Long - Hand, under the Government of New 
York, who in his ſtrolling Fits was come into that 
Province, and having been brought before the Aſ- 
ſembly of it, was declared in their Judgment to be 
under the Influences of Ent buſiaſtical Impreſſions and 
Tmpulſes, and thereby diſturbed in the rational Facul- 
ties of his Mind, and as ſuch they ordered him to 
be forthwith tranſported to the ſettled Place- of his 
Abode. But not only Teachers, but Taylors, Shoe- 
makers, and other Mechanicks, and even Women,

hath remarkably engaged ſerious People's Attention 
to our Liturgy and the Doctrines of our Clergy; 
and this hath brought many conſiderable Families, 
more eſpecially at Stratford under the adminiſtra- 
tion of the Reverend Mr. Johnſon, to be added to 
the Church. 

The Contagion of Enthuſiaſm had fpread itſelf

For Mr. Garden, by a Letter dated April the gth, 
1742, acquaints the Society with the fulfilling of 
their Orders in the Purchaſe, in January 1741, 
of two promiſing young Negroes, one of fifteen 
and the other of fourteen Years of Age, who 
had both been baptized in their Infancy, and 
could repeat the Church-Catechiſm at the time of 
their Purchaſe, but knew not one Letter of the 
Alphabet. They are now under Mr. Garden's 
Roof, and ſent daily to School (to his Honour 


be it known) without any further Expence to the 


Society than of their original Price, 521. 55s. 9 d. 
Sterling; and by Mr. Garden's Letter September 
the 24th, (in about the ſpace of eight Months) 
one of 'them, of an excellent Genius, could then 
read the New Teſtament exceeding well, and 
Mr. Garden makes no doubt but he ſhall be able, 
in about twelve Months more, to give the Socie- 
ty an Account of a very conſiderable number of 
young Negroe Children under his Tuition, regu- 
lated by Mr. Garden's own Care and Inf ; 
| while the other Boy, though not quite fo for- 
ward, makes a good Proficiency, and in about 
three or four Months later will be likewiſe quali-

The Reverend Mr. Smith, the Society's Miſſion- 
ary at New Providence, writes to the Society in a 
Letter dated October 26, 1741, that in the Mon 

preceding he had made his annual Viſit to Nuthera 


and Harbour Iſlands, and baptized their Children, 


read the Divine Service according to the Liturgy of 
the Church, and both from the Pulpit and in pri- 
vate inſtructed the Adults; but ſoon after his Re- 
turn he was ſeized with a Rheumatiſm, occaſioned 
through the Hardſhips in that Viſit, which confined 
him three Weeks in his Bed. There was a. Fever 


at that time in the Iſland of Providence which had 


carried off every one it had ſeized on, on which 
Mr. Smith concludes his Letter, The Lord belb us, 
for he only knows where it will terminate; and a few 
Days after it pleaſed God to take this diligent and 
very worthy Miſſionary to himſelf to receive the 
Reward of his Labours. Therefore upon the Re- 


commendation of the honourable Martin Bladen,
